Additional  sewers 
ere  required  in  Coterham,  Chfldon  and  V^oldingham  and  in 
1944  the  CoLinc  il  ■ approved  in  principle  schemes  estimated 
to  cost  over  £88, GOO,  No  progress  has  boon  made  vd  th 
such  schemes  for  in  times  of  austerity  money  is  not 
allocated  to  effect  improvements  in  drainage;  the 
alternative  to  additional  sowers  is  more  cesspool  omptiers.

The  mechanical  emptying  machines  available  - one  1938 
motor  emptier  (750  gallons)  used  full-time  and  one  1946 
combined  gulley/cesspool  emptier  (800  gallons)  used  part- 
time  - again  proved  to  be  inadequate  to  enable  the 
department  to  rnecst  promptly  all  requests  for  emptyingf 
An  order  for  a new  800  gallon  m.otor  emptier  was  placed 
by  the  Council  in  Kay  1949,  but  delivery  of  the  machine 
was  not  effected  until  January  1950. 

In  addition,  the  contents  of  a small  number 
of  cesspools  were  pumped  out  occasionally  by  the  use  of 
a hand  pump* 

A small  decrease  in  the  work  of  cesspool 
emptying  is  recorded  for  1949  in  the  above  table^  but, 
although  the  emptying  plant  available  was  worked  to 
capacity,  there  were  at  times  as  many  as  40  cesspools 
on  the  books  awaiting  attention.  At  82  premises 
the  cesspool  filled  up  6-11  times  a year  and  at  55  other 
premises  the  emptier  called  12  or  more  times  during  the 
year.  Prom  these  figures  it  may  bo  roallaod  what 
improved  sanitary  conditions  will  be  effected  at  such 
properties  by  the  provision  of  main  drainage.

ICS-CREAM. 


In  1949  the  Council  granted  seven  certificates 
of  registration  under  the  provisions  of  the  Pood  and 
Drugs  Act  19o8,  making  a total  issue  of  45  since  the 
Act  became  operative.  During  the  year  ice-cream  was 
on  sale  at  31  of  these  registered  premises,  including 
only  •vA  where  it  v/as  manufactured  locally,  but  it  was 
also  obtainable  from  a number  of  restaurants,  mobile 
ice-cream  shops,  etc.  which  arc  not  sub.iect  to  registration* 

Two  applications  for  registration  were  refused 
on  the  grounds  that  the  premises  to  bo  used  did  not 
satisfy  the  rt.quirGm.ent s of  the  Pood  a.nd  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

One  applicant  withdrew  his  application  which  was  re- 
subm.it ted  in  1950,  and  the  other  applicant  attended  before 
the  Public  Health  Comm.it tee  to  state  his  case* 

Registration  was  subsequently  effected  in  each  case  after 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  precautions  against 
contamingEtion  of  food  had  been  complied  with* 

80  samples  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  examination  by  the  Methylene  Blue  test  for 
the  purpose  of  grading  ice-cream  according  to  its  bacterial 
cleanliness.  The  results  were:-

The  results  appear  to  be  far  from  satisfactory, 
but  the  following  wai-ning  issued  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  on  the  Interpretation  of  results  must 
be  heeded 


"Owing  to  the  numberous  factors  governing  the 
hygienic  quality  of  ice-cream  and  to  the 
experimental  error  of  the  laboratory  test 
Itself,  it  is  unwj.se  to  pay  too  much  attention 
to  the  bacteriological  results  on  any  given 
sample.  Judgement  should  be  based  rather 
on  a series  of  samples.  It  is  suggested  that 
over  a six  monthly  period,  50  per  cent,  of 
a vendor's  aamplos  should  fall  into  Grade  1> 

80  per  cent,  into  Grades  1 or  2,  not  more  than 
20  per  cent*  into  Grade  3-  and  none  into  Grade 
4*" 


Of  the  11  retailers  sampled  3 tlmoo  or  more 
during  the  year,  6 failed  to  obtain  50^  ol  their  samples 
in  Grade  1 but  the  last  2 sam^plcs  from  each  of  5 of  these 
6 retailers  were  graded  in  Class  1 & 2*  Class  3.  or  2 
•was  reached  by  3 retailers  only  after  a change  of 
v/holesalor  had  been  made* 
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In  spite  the  results,  it  is  'believed  thet 
the  officers  tlie  Depart-nont  vrltncssod  in  1949  an 
increasina  appreci.'-' t ion  of  responsibility  on  the  part 
of  traders  and  their  assistants  associated  with  the 
sale  of  ioe-creari  t ■ ensure  that  strict  cleanliness  is 
enercised  in  the  storage  and  handling  this  delicacy, 

A gradual  impro-vement  in  the  hygienic  standard 
of  the  large  oubile  ice-cream  shops  which  visit  this 
district  was  manifest  in  1949,  the  vehicles  huving  been 
equip3"ied  with  hand  basins  and  a supply  of  hot  and  cold 
water. 


Ice-cream  manufacturers  v/ho  v/ore  issued  with 
additional  supplies  o-f  supaar  and/or  fat  during  1949 
were  required  by  the  Ministry  of  to  sign  an  undo^r- 

taking  that  their  ice-cream  w-'uii.d  have  a minimum,  fat 
content  of  S-jV/,  The  Food  & Drugs  Authority  submitted 


to  the  Public  Analyst  three  samples  of  ice-cream  from 
this  district  for  the  determination  o-f  fat  content  and 
the  results,  showed  such  samples  to  contain  7.5%,  9.0% 
and  9.1%  respectively. 


Clean  Ph')od  Cannai;:n« 

In  1948  the  Council  sought  unsuccessfully 
to  make  byelaws  relatino  to  sanitar^^  and  cleanly 
conditl'^'ns  and  practices  in  connection  v;ith  the  handling 
and  delivery  of  f'Ujd;  the  Minis tr^r  of  Health,  whilst 
having  sympathy  with  the  Council’s  desire,  recommended 
that  the  proposal  be  deferred  unbil  a more  opportune 
t ime . 

Model  byclaws  for  the  regulation  of  the 
handling,  \7ra.ppin"  and  deliver'y  of  f-rd  and  sale  of 
food  in  the  tpen  air  were  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Fo<xl 
late  in  1949  and  the  Council  at  once  authorised  the 
requisite  steps  t^'  be  taken  to  secure  tlieir  adoption 
for  this  district. 

The  non-spectacular  assistance  rendered  b-y 
sanitary  Inspect: ors  in  the  cause  of  Ihpgienic  Pood  Handling 
at  th.eiu  inspections  of  food  premises  and  vehicles  was 
c.>ntinued  through-ut  the  year,  and  it  was  observed  that 
the  vigor '.us  publicity  campaign  had  borne  fruit. 


RODEHT  CQ^H?R0L:. 

The  Rats  cc  Mice  (Destruction)  Act  1919  v/as 
operated  in  this  district  by  the  Surrey  County  Council 
for  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  during  which  15  complaints 
regarding  inf osta Gims  v/ere  investigated  by  the  County 
Supervisor  of  Rat  Destruc ti'.  n»  10  properties  were 

treated  and  cleared  by  the  County  Authx'rity ’ s staff, 
resultin.g  in  an  estimated  kill  of  92  rats  and  20  mice; 

2 properties  Wtire  treated  and  cleared  by  the  occupiers; 
and  5 premises  were  found  ii'-t  to  be  infested. 

From  April  1st  1949  the  Urban  District  Council 
accepted  delegc'.ted  powers  from  the.  County  Council,  a.nd 
during  the  last  9 months  of  the  year  150  complaints  were 
received  and  investigated;  47  independent  investigations 
wxjre  also  made.  Of  the  premises  found  to  be  infested, 

89  had  been  treated  and  cleared  by  the  Council’s 
Operatives  by  the  end  .f  the  year;  it  is  estimated 
that  a kill  of  1271  rats  and  55  mice  was  secured.  In 

addition,  20  infested  premises  were  dealt  with  by  occupiers. 
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To  remind  the  public  of  the  menace  of  rata 
and  mice  and  to  enlist  their  help,  some  publicity  was 
undertaken.  Pamphlets  were  distributed  through 
Public  Ij. braries,  etc.  and  publicity  material  was 
dj. splayed  in  two  shop  windows.  A special  Infestation 
Control  Exhibition  complete  with  cinema  and  staffed 
by  officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
also  visited  the  district. 

The  Council’s  sewers  were  re-tested  In  May  with 
negative  results. 

The  two  part-time  Rodent  Operatives  attended 
courses  cf  instruction  arranged  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries.
